Deadline For 
S S Report 


Will you need to file an 
annual report of your 1971 
earnings with the Social 
Security Administration? If 
so, you willhave until April 
15, 1972 to make the re- 
port, says Fred I’oster, 
Field Representative for 
Coffee County, 

All social security bene- 
ficiaries born after Feb- 
ruary 1, 1899, are required 
to file a report if their 
1971 earnings will be over 
$1680.00, These earnings 
include wages as well as 
any self-employed income, 
Foster says the failure to 
file the report by April 15, 
1972, may result in loss of 
benefits, 

The annual report must 
be filed with the Social Se- 
curity Administration re- 
gardless of any other re- 
turns or reports that the 
person has filed with other 
government agencies, 
Thus, the filing of a Fed- 
eral Income Tax Return 
does not relieve the person 
of his obligation to file the 
annual report of earnings 
with the Social Security Ad- 
ministration, 

The Social Security Of- 
fice or your local Social 
Security Representative 
will be glad to help you 
with any questions you may 
have, or will assist you in 
completing your annual re- 
port, if you need help, This 
can be done quickly over 
the telephone, You should 
have available a copy of 
your 1971 W-2 form, or if 
you were self-employed, a 
copy of your tax return,

Retail Trade Highlights 

Sales at retail by retail concerns in Alabama decreased

TEENAGERS

Q. Are teenagers smoking more 
or less—than ever before? 
A. More. About one million 
more teenagers are smoking 
today than two years ago 
The percentage of smokers 
in the 18-year-old group is 
43 percent for boys, 28 for 
girls, But the increase in 
new smokers is greatest at 
the younger ages: 13, 14, 
and 15. Even among 12-year- 
olds, smoking his doubled 


Q. Is smoking as haz: "dous for 
young people as tur adults 
who have smoked for years? 

A. Even regular smoking 
among teenagers tends to 
be at fairly low daily levels 
by adult standards. But 
studies of youngsters from 
ages 11 to 18 show signifi- 
cantly more sickness among 
those who smoke. New r-- 
search Makes clear that 
even one cigarette causes 
immediate damage to the 
circulatory system and up- 
sets the normal flow of 
blood and air in the lungs. 
One cigarette also slows 
down the action of the cilia, 
the tiny hairlike structures 
in the bronchial tubes that 
sweep out dirt and germs 
This is why people who 
smoke, including teenagers, 
are more susceptible to re- 
spiratory infection than non- 
smokers. And the chances 
of developing diseases such 
as lung cancer and chronic 
bronchitis increase with the 
number of cigarettes you 
smoke over the years. 

Q. Is rebellion against parents 
and the Establishment one 
of the reasons why young 
people still smoke? 

A. Most teenagers who smoke 
say they know about the 
health hazards, but they 
smoke because their friends 
do, to be “with it.” Some say 
they are rebelling against

parental values, but the sta- 
tistics indicate quite the re 
verse, The highest level of 
smoking among teenagers 
occurs in families where one 
ut bowh parents smoke 

Q. What can parents do to en- 
courage their teenagers not 
to smoke? 

A. They can become non- 
smokers. The parental ex- 
ample is obviously very 
powerful. Equally clear, 
many authorities do not 
think it is a good idea to 
forbid smoking because that 
in itself may actually trig- 
ger rebellious behavior 

Q. Are there any other ways 
to help reverse the smoking 
trend among teenagers? 

A. Getting teenagers them- 

selves actively involved- 
under their own. steam—in 
promoting antismoking ac- 
tivities is one way. TB-RD 
associations, which are sup- 
ported by Christmas Seal 
contributions, have spon- 
sored antismoking cam- 
paigns conducted exclusive- 
ly by teenagers who wrote 
radio and TV spots, bumper 
stickers, and press releases 
“Mod Squads” of teenagers 
who visit’ the elementary 
“trades to tell younger chil- 
dren about smoking are 
also. effective. In special 
projects in some schools, 
young people also set up 
their own experiments and 
demonstrations to show ex- 
actly how smoking affects 
the lungs, heart, and ner- 
vous system. 
When more and more young 
people spread the antismok- 
ing word—to their friends 
as well as adults—the pres- 
ent trend may change 
Teenagers can play a big 
part in making smoking so- 
cially unacceptable among 
people of all ages.

The nation’s retailers are getting tough with shop- 
lifters, Stores are taking measures tocatch the shoplifter 
in the act, They are nolonger letting teen-age shoplifters 
off with a lecture and a warning, They are turning them 
over to the authorities, Store managements are becoming 
convinced that the proper way to deal with young shop- 
lifters and their parents is through the police and the 
courts, The old excuse that it was ‘‘just for kicks’’ or 
that ‘I’m a juvenile’ will be of noavail, A shoplifting of- 
fense is very likely to lead toa police record that will 
haunt a young person the rest of his life, requiring ex- 
planation and causing embarrassment, Certain jobs are 
forever closed to anyone with a criminal record, 

It is now estimated that $8 million in goods are stol- 
en each shopping day, That totals nearly $3 billion a year, 
a drain on merchants that can only be made up in higher 
prices paid by all consumers, Inthese inflationary times, 
the honest consumer will be grateful for new measures of 
law and order in dealing with shoplifting, Retailers now 
employ, in top security posts, former policemen or FBI 
agents, Plainclothesmen, cameras, TV monitors and other 
scientific detection devices promise to shorten the car- 
eers of those who have made the petty thievery of shop- 
lifting a major naticnal problem,

A. Yes, if necessary, 4 
social security representa- 
-tive can tome to your home 
to help you file your claim. 
However, in many cases you 
can get the help you need 
over the telephone, Call any 
social security office and 
ask them for assistance. 
They will complete your 
claim form and mail it to 
you for your signature, You 
can then mail the claim 
form and your medical bills 
to the Medicare office. 


Q. I am 68 and collect 
monthly social security re- 
tirement benefits, But [also 
work part time during the 
year, How often should 1 
ask the social security office 
to refigure my benefits based 
on additional earnings to 
see if I am due an increase 
in my checks? 


A. You do not have to re- 
quest the social security of- 
fice to refigure your social 
security benefits. This is 
done automatically each 
year. 


Q. 1 am not eligible for 
a monthly social security 
check, but I did sign up for 


Medicare. I am being billed 
every 3 months for my med- 


‘ical insurance premiums, 


Since I receive a Veterans 
Administration pension, can 
I arrange to haye my 
Medicare premium deducted 
from it? ; 


A. No. The premium may 
be deducted only from so- 
cial security, railroad re- 
tirement, and civil service 
annuity checks.

Is there any advantage to 
“longer life” bulbs if you get 
less light? 

That’s why the information 
is printed on the sleeve—For 
reading, studying, working— 
the brightness of a bulb is 
more important than its life. 
To get the most lumens for 
the wattage, “standard” bulbs 
will give the best value. But, 
there are times, when con- 
venience will be more im- 
portant than brightness—for 
example, in a closet or stair- 
well, in the attic or where a 
globe may have to be removed. 
In such cases, it may be more 
desirable to settle for less 
brightness and choose a bulb 
that will last longer. 


If I purchased two 100 watt 
bulbs, one “standard” and the 
other “long life,” which would 
use the most electricity? 
Which will give the most 
light? How much longer will 
the ‘Long life” last? 

Both 100-watt bulbs will 
use exactly the same amount 
of electricity—100 watts. The 
“standard” bulb will give 
about 750 hours of use with 
actual light output of 1750 
lumens. The “long life’ 100 
watt bulb will last over three 
times as long but will pro- 
duce on the average 1470 
lumens, or about 80 percent 
as much light as standard. 


What's the difference be- 
tween a no-calorie and a low- 
calorie sweetener? 

A no-calorie sweetener is a 
sugar substitute composed of 
sodium and calcium salts of 
cyclamate, cyclamate-sac- 
charin, or saccharin only, 
usually dissolved in water. A 
low-calorie sweetener is a 
granulated artificial sweet- 
ener in which the cyclamate, 
cyclamate-saccharin, or sac- 
charin only are combined 
with dextrin or other bulking 
materials. The Food and 
Drug Administration has al- 
lowed saccharin to be sold 
without restriction, but all 
combinations containing cy- 
clamate must be labeled as 
drugs.

Consumers 
Want to Know

Is there any advantage to 
“longer life” bulbs if you get 
less light? 

That’s why the information 
is printed on the sleeye—For 
reading, studying, working— 
the brightness of a bulb is 
more important than its life. 
To get the most lumens for 
the wattage, “standard” bulbs 
will give the best value. But, 
there are times, when con- 
venience will be. more im- 
portant than brightness—for 
example, in a closet or stair- 
well, in the attic or where a 
globe may have to be removed. 
In such cases, it may be more 
desirable to settle for less 
brightness and choose a bulb 
that will last longer. 


If I purchased two 100 watt 
bulbs, one “standard” and the 
other “long life,” which would 
use the most electricity? 
Which will give the most 
light? How much longer will 
the ‘Long life” last? 

Both 100-watt bulbs will 
use exactly the same amount 
of electricity—100 watts. The 
“standard” bulb will give 
about 750 hours of use with 
actual light output of 1750 
lumens. The “long life” 100 
watt bulb will last over three 
.times as long but will pro- 
duce on the average 1470 
lumens, or about 80 percent 
as much light as standard. 


What's the difference be- 
tween a no-calorie and a low- 
calorie sweetener? 

A no-calorie sweetener is a 
sugar substitute composed of 
sodium and calcium salts of 
cyclamate, cyclamate-sac- 
charin, or saccharin 
usually dissolved in water. A 
low-calorie sweetener is a 
granulated artificial sweet- 
ener in which the cyclamate, 
cyclamate-saccharin, or sac- 
charin only are combined 
with dextrin or other bulking 
materials.
